Randall, who said he held 
Gregory Smart’s head as Flynn 
shot him on May 1, 1990, ap- 
peared in court on Friday to re- 
ceive a 40-year-to-life sen- 
tence, the same as Flynn's. 
Both Randall and Flynn may be 
released after 28 years in pris- 
on, pending good behavior. 
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. The three youths will each re- 
ceive credit for the 800 or more 
‘days they spent in prison before 
*sentencing. With that credit and 
‘time off for good behavior, Lat- 
‘time could be released in 2008, 
‘while Flynn and-Randall could 
‘be released in 2018.
